USD president praises graduates

ALCALA PARK — More than 
1,400 graduate, undergraduate and 
law students received degrees from the 
University of San Diego at three 
separate commencement ceremonies 
held May 20-21 at USD’s Torero 
Stadium. 

At the undergraduate ceremony 


May 21, USD President Author E. 
Hughes praised the Class of 1989 for 
establishing a scholarship program for 
the university. Recipient criteria has 
not yet been determined. Currently 
there is $15,000 in the fund. 
Undergraduate valedictorian 
Colette Clark, who maintained a 4.0 
grade point average, attributed much 
of her academic success to her father, 
who died Of cancer a little over a year 


ago. 

Her father’s death made her more 
aware of and appreciative of the 
present. ‘‘It’s important to focus on 
the present and humanistic values,’’ 
she said. 

Herbert Klein, editor-in-chief and 
vice president of Copley newspapers, 
received an Honorary Doctor of 
Humane Letters.

SDOP 
drug war

SAN DIEGO — The San Diego 
County Board of Supervisors 
unanimously endorsed the policy 
resolution of the San Diego Organizing 
Project Church Community Federation 
on the drug epidemic at its May 23 
meeting. 

Attendance was limited to 150 
federation members who applauded as the 
county supervisors signed the nine-point 
resolution calling for stepped-up 
prevention, treatment and law 
enforcement of the drug problem through 
the coordinated efforts of city, county, 
state and federal officials. 

The resolution urged the county ‘‘to 
establish a goal of making recovery and 
treatment programs available for all 
families affected by drug addiction.”’ 

The federation is made up of five 
Catholic churches — Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel, San Ysidro, and Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart, Christ the King, St. Jude 
Shrine and Our Lady of Angels; all San 
Diego — and a Protestant church, St. 
Stephen Church of God in Christ in San 
Diego. 

During the session chairperson Susan 
Golding said county supervisors and city 
council members would discuss strategies 
for working together on the drug problem 
at their next joint meeting. 

Earlier, several members of the 
federation testified to the magnitude of 
the drug epidemic; some told how it was 
affecting them personally.

Vatican eyes diplomatic relations with Poland

VATICAN CITY — Vatican officials 
said the Polish parliament’s approval of 
legal status for the Catholic church would 
accelerate negotiations toward diplomatic 
relations between Poland and the Holy 
See. 

“Tt speeds the negotiations for 
diplomatic relations,’ Vatican press 
spokesman Joaquin Navarro-Valls said of 
the law, passed May 17. 

Another informed Vatican official who 
deals in Polish affairs said the legislation 
was ‘‘one step forward’’ in the effort to set 
up full diplomatic relations. He said 
Vatican and Polish officials would 
probably meet over the summer to discuss 


remaining details. 


The law granted the church legal status 
for the first time since the communist 
takeover in 1944 and made Poland the 
first Eastern-bloc country to reach a 
formal reconciliation with the Catholic 
church. Government and church leaders 
had signed the proposed law April 4. 


Polish church officials said that by early 
fall they expected Poland to establish 
diplomatic relations with the Vatican, 
another first for an Eastern-bloc country. 


The parliament, or Sejm, also passed a 
law establishing freedom of worship and a 
law bringing the country’s estimated 
62,000 clergy into the country’s social 


security system. 


“*The church has waited years for legal 
recognition of its rights, and it has finally 
been passed in a shape that makes both 
the church and believers happy,’’ said 
Jacek Ambroziak, legal adviser to the 
Polish bishops. 


‘*The bill cancels the ‘non-personality’ 
of the church in the legal sense,” 
Ambroziak said. 


Gen. Wojciech Jaruzelski, Poland’s 
communist leader, was one of 306 Sejm 
members who voted for the law. Only two 
voted against it, and 12 abstained. Not all 
Sejm members were present for the vote. 


The new laws restore church property 


confiscated in the 1950s and establish the 
church’s right to build churches, teach 
religion and establish and run Catholic 
schools. They grant the right to broadcast 
religious programs, set up radio and 
television stations and _ publish 
newspapers and books. 


The Vatican did not recognize the 
communist government established in 
Poland in 1944, and Poland broke ties 
with the Vatican the following year. 


The Polish government has _ been 
pushing for full diplomatic relations with 
the Vatican for years, but the Vatican has 
always included legal recognition of the 
Polish church as a prerequisite.

HILLCREST — Mental disturbances, 
such as anxiety and depression, can be 
prevented by maintaining a balance in 
one’s life and by having loving relation- 
ships with others and with God, a local 
priest-psychologist said May 10. 


Father Michael French, a clinical 
psychologist, explained ways of 
preventing common mental disorders in 
conjunction with Mental Health Month 
in a Southern Cross interview at his 
Hillcrest office. 


Father French, a diocesan priest who is 
celebrating his silver jubilee, is a professor 
of psychology at the University of San 
Diego and a visiting professor at San 
Diego State University’s family studies 
department. (See related story on page 7.) 

Being ‘‘out of sync with ourselves, 
others, nature and God causes a 
destructive tension that manifests itself in 
emotional turmoil,’’ he said. 

Anxiety and depression are the most 
common disturbances that are 
preventable, he said, adding that both can 


be caused by poor self-esteem. 


People’s sense of worth is related to 
their view of God, he continued. Those 
who believe in a loving God who calls 
them ‘‘to be in union with him’’ see 
themselves as valuable persons of worth 
and dignity, whereas those who view God 
‘fas someone out to punish and 
condemn’”’ treat themselves as terrible 
persons, he said. 

Father French said the ‘‘productive 
culture’’ in the United States contributes 
to judging ‘‘our own worth and our place 
in society by what we produce.”’

‘*Americans work like crazy all year 
long in order to take a vacation,’’ he 
quipped. They not only neglect to ‘‘take 
time to smell the roses,’’ they’re too busy 
to read the poster reminding them to do 


so. 
The psychologist suggested a_ self- 
assessment to determine ‘‘what I need in 
life to bring about peace, fullness and 
satisfaction.’’ The answer might be the 


Bishop names pastors for 10 parishes

Eight parishes throughout the San 
Diego diocese will get a new pastor by 
Aug. 1, and two parishes will keep their 
administrators who have been elevated to 
pastor. 

The appointments were made by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher and announced last 
week by Msgr. Mark A. Campbell, vicar 
for clergy. 

Msgr. Neal T. Dolan was made pastor 
of our Lady of Perpetual Help, Lakeside, 
effective May 1, after serving as 
administrator of the parish since June 1, 
1988, following advanced studies for a 
year at Notre Dame University. He was 
the founding pastor of Ascension parish in 
Tierrasanta in 1980. 

Father Nicholas Clavin, who has been 
administrator of Holy Trinity parish, El 
Cajon, since July 1, 1988, was appointed 
pastor of the parish May 1. This is his 
first pastor’s appointment after serving as 
diocesan director of clergy education and 
a member of the seminary faculty from 
1984-1988 and as an associate pastor for 


10 years. 

Father Harold Gene Dougherty also 
gets his first pastorate in the diocese, 
though he has served in parishes in 
Bolivia with the St. James Missionary 
Society for more than 15 years in two 
stints. He will become pastor of St. Mary 
parish in National City on July 1. He 
succeeds Father Fernando Ramirez, 
whose appointment as rector of St. 
Francis Seminary was announced last 
week. 

Also being named pastor for the first 
time are Father James McGray, who has 
served on the faculty of the University of 
San Diego since Aug. 1, 1980 — to St. 
Mary Star of the Sea parish, Oceanside 
— and Father Duncan W. Monahan, 
associate pastor of St. Pius X parish, 
Chula Vista — to St. Thomas Mission in 
Fort Yuma. Both will be effective Aug. 1. 

They succeed Father John Lucev, 
named pastor of St. Kieran parish, El 
Cajon, and Father Alphonsus Ryan, the 
new pastor of Queen of Angels parish, 
Alpine, respectively. Father Ryan has 
served St. Thomas since Oct. 11, 1981, 
while Father Lucev has been pastor of the

Oceanside parish for six years. 

Msgr. Robert T. Callahan, the pastor 
of St. Pius X parish, Jamul, for the past 
three years, will become the pastor of St. 
Richard parish in Borrego Springs on 
Aug. 1. He will succeed Father Lawrence 
Gatt, who has been a priest for more than 
47 years. 

Succeeding Msgr. Callahan at St. Pius 
X will be Father James Rankin, who has 
been the pastor at St. Kieran parish, El 
Cajon, since January 1983.

opposite of society’s values to produce 
and acquire,”’ he said. 

Besides low self-esteem, depression can 
also be caused by an “‘inability to deal 
with anger properly’? and a monotonous 
lifestyle. 

Anxiety can result from stress, 
insecurity and a lack of rootedness, he 
said. 

Anxiety and depression are among the 
disturbances that can be prevented by 
integrating activities ‘“‘to feed my 
spiritual, social and intellectual life,’’ he 
said. 

Many think that taking care of oneself 
is ‘‘egocentric and selfish. It is, if it stops 
there, but if I take care of myself so I can 
serve others, it is Christian,’’ he said. 


Nurturing relationships that are 
‘affirming, joyful and positive’’ can also 
prevent mental disturbances because 
‘‘mood is catching,’’ Father French said. 

Having a “‘relationship with God can 
be a_ tremendous source of good mental 
health, especially if I see how affirming 
God is to me. It’s the place I can go for 
unconditional love so necessary in a 
relationship,’’ he said. 


One’s relationship with God can be 


deepened by prayer, reading Scripture 
and “‘being quiet and listening to the 
Spirit that lives inside us,”’ the priest said. 

Conversely, deprivation, stress, 
physical and emotional exhaustion and an 
unbalanced life can undermine a person’s 
friendship with God, he added. 

In addition to depression and anxiety, 
other preventable disturbances are 
obsessiveness-compulsive and eating and 
identity disorders. All can be avoided by a 
balanced life and healthy relationships, 
Father French explained.

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Don’t give up 
clinic fight 


Despite our efforts to convince the San Diego Unified 
School District of the immorality of establishing a 
school-based health clinic, the Board (of Education) 
voted 3-2 on Tuesday, May 16, in favor of developing a 
proposal for such a clinic. While it is disappointing to 
have not been successful, it is imperative that we not 
give up the fight to keep these clinics from gaining a 
foothold in the district. 

I request that we continue to educate our people in the 
moral implications of this issue and encourage parents to 
participate in the formation of their children’s sexual 


morality. Parents in the area of Hoover High School, or 
those attending that school and its feeder grade schools, 
should request on-going information on the proposal 
being developed as well as volunteering to serve on 
committees preparing this proposal. I further suggest 
that parents clearly express their opposition to any 
inclusion of reproductive health services on campus or 
referral for the same to any agency or program off site. 

Remember, this proposal must come before the school 
board for final approval so there is still time to make our 
impact on this issue. 


Hoover clinic to 
undercut family 


When the San Diego City Schools board approved the 
concept of a health clinic at Hoover High School, they 
did, in effect, approve a ‘‘sex clinic’’ that would 
promote promiscuity and undercut the role of the 
family, as Bishop Leo T. Maher emphasized. 

This fact was make clear when the three women 
members of the city schools board voted against 
accepting a compromise measure presented by board 
member Jim Roache. This measure would have 
prohibited the clinic from dispensing or prescribing 
birth control devices. Without this prohibition, the door 


is wide open to the encouragement or acceptance of all 
forms of sexual transgressions. 

Once this attitude of permissiveness becomes 
pervasive among the students, parental admonitions for 
the acceptance of high moral standards and discipline 
are thereafter held in disdain and utter contempt. The 
unity of the family is shattered, often beyond repair. 
The home, without unity and love, becomes just a 
house. Hoover High is a test case; the entire state is the 
objective. 

But the worst consequence that results when moral 
standards are abandoned is the loss of innocence by the 
young girls and the development of an attitude towards 


them that is utterly repulsive.

Correction for series 


I would like to make two corrections for the benefit of 
the readers of the series on continuing obligations the 
divorced have toward former spouses and children. 

In the second article, Canon 1041, 1, 3 was cited. 
This was a typographical error which I called to the 
paper’s attention prior to publication. It should have 
read Canon 1071, 1, 3. 

In the article printed in the May 18, 1989, issue, the 
paper added in the lead to the article and in the context 
the word ‘‘Bishop.’’ While the diocesan bishop is a local 
ordinary, so are the coadjutor and auxiliary bishops, the 
vicars general and the various episcopal vicars in their 
specified territories or responsibilities when appropriate. 
In our diocese, the vicars forane (deans) are also 
episcopal vicars for their deanery. I chose not to spell 
this out in the article as the clergy are aware of this. 

The diocesan bishop could not, in a diocese so large as 
San Diego, give the permission we have been discussing 
in every case. However, in special cases which have 
gained some notoriety, the diocesan bishop might decide 
to reserve these cases to himself. 

Thank you for giving me the space to clarify these 
matters which may have caused some consternation.

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On devotion to Sacred Heart 


Pope Pius XII concluded his celebrated encyclical on 
devotion to the Sacred Heart, ‘‘Haurietis Aquas,’’ with 
this solemn exhortation to the bishops of the world: ‘‘As 
a pledge of these (divine) favors, with overflowing heart 
we bestow our apostolic benediction upon each one of 
you, together with the clergy and faithful committed to 
your charge, and in particular upon those who, by their 
devoted labors, foster and promote devotion to the most 
Sacred Heart of Jesus’? (Acta Apostolicae Sedis, Vol. 
48, No. 7. May 15, 1956). 

This magnificent exhortation and profound document 
met with universal acceptance and_ enthusiastic 
applause. Pope Pius XII underscored the sound 
scriptural and theological foundation upon which 
devotion to the Sacred Heart is based, as indeed did his 
predecessor Pius XI in his equally challenging 
encyclical, ‘‘Miserentissimus Deus,’’ just over a quarter 
of a century before. As a result, the feast of the Sacred 
Heart was given privileged status with octave (eight days 
of continuous celebration) in the liturgy of the church. 

It called forth a renewal of the eucharistic celebration 
as an act of confidence and faith in the centrality of love 
and reparation as exemplified in the messianic mission 
of Jesus. It gave renewed vision to the world of the 
church as the Mystical Body of Christ with Jesus as 
head, the Holy Spirit as its vivifying force, and the 
Sacred Heart as the loving motivation for apostolic 
action of peace, justice, and reconciliation. 

But it was particularly to the Christian home and 
family that the Sacred Heart made its special appeal. In 
1932 Pope Pius XI called devotion to the Sacred Heart 
“the extraordinary remedy for the extraordinary needs 
of our time.’’ His exhortation, ‘‘Caritate Christi 
Compulsi,’’ was an impassioned appeal for a crusade of 
prayer and penance and showed the Heart of Christ as a 
sign of salvation for our ‘‘unregenerate age.”’ 


The evil and pauperizing effects of the Great War 
were taking their toll on the spiritual, as well as the 
‘economic life of people everywhere, and it was above all 
the home and family life that was most severely 
victimized. 


But the appeal for a renewal of the domestic church 
through devotion to the Sacred Heart could scarcely be 
more urgent than in this present age, this fright-filled 
nuclear age, this drug-infested age, this age of gang- 
wars, dehumanizing pornography, and most of all the 
consummate evil of all time, abortion, which Pope John 
Paul II calls ‘‘the unspeakable crime.”’

‘Gentle heroes left behind’ 


Several years ago a colleague who is a permanent 
deacon and editor of one of the diocesan newspapers was 
talking with me about the Vietnam War. I knew he had 
served in the military in Vietnam and so I asked him 
what he thought of the Vietnam Memorial. 

To: my great surprise he told me he’d never seen it. 
He responded to the amazement on my face by saying, 
“‘Tcan’t go over there. There are 10 names on that wall I 
put there.” 

His first answer had left me puzzled. This one left me 
completely speechless. Finally, I asked him what he 
meant. “‘People don’t understand,’’ he said. ‘‘When the 
order comes down to go out on a mission somebody has 
to pick the ones who go.”’ 

What he didn’t say, and didn’t need to say, was that 
10 men he had selected for patrol duty when he was a 
Marine Corps sergeant in Vietnam didn’t come back — 
their names are now chiseled in the black granite wall on 
the mall, along with more than 58,000 others. 

““Those men are still there for me,’’ he told me later. 
“People have not heard their story. It’s left for us the 
living to tell it.’’ 

“What do you think they’d tell us if they could 
speak?”’ I asked. 

“‘That we did our duty,’’ he answered. ‘‘We were 
told to go and we went.’’ For Vietnam veterans, he said, 
“it’s basically a political story: Don’t go to war unless 
you have everybody behind you.”’ 

‘“What people don’t understand,”’ he said, is the daily 
grind of war — ‘‘the mosquito bites, the scaredness, the 
silence, the darkness, the explosions, the fear.’’ 
Eventually, he said, every soldier asks himself the same 
questions: ‘‘What am I doing here? Is my country right 
or wrong? How the hell did we get in this mess?”’ 

Shortly after our conversation, my colleague wrote an 
editorial about the Vietnam Memorial. He called it 
‘“America’s Wailing Wall.”’ 


‘Unlike other war memorials,’’ he wrote, the 
Vietnam Memorial ‘‘has all the names of those who 
died. There is a different appearance because the 
names, so small in themselves, require so much space. 
Even with the horrors of armed conflict brought to us in 
our living rooms via television reports, they cannot 
match the message this memorial structure gives.’’ 


““A pope cried out the message once at the United 
Nations — ‘War no more!’ That too, we believe, is the 
cry from those whose names are etched on the wall.’’ 

One of the names on the wall is Michael Davis 
O’Donnell, a young officer from Springfield, Ill. Only 
three months before being killed himself, he wrote these 
words for his comrades who had already died. They 
seem appropriate for all of us this Memorial Day — for 
we all had a part in putting their names on the wall. ' 

If you are able, 

save for them a place 

inside of you ... 

and save one backward glance 

when you are leaving 

for the places they can no longer go ... 

Be not ashamed to say you loved them, 

though you may or may not have always ... 

Take what they left, 

and what they have taught you with their dying, 

and keep it with your own ... 

And in that time when men decide 

and feel safe to call the war insane, 

take one moment to embrace those gentle heroes 

you left behind ...

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Bogus O’Hare petition 
evokes protest letters

A bogus petition, supposedly filed by 
atheist Madalyn Murray O’ Hare with the 
Federal Communication Commission to 
ban the broadcasting of worship services 
on TV and radio, is again generating 
wide attention in the San Diego diocese 
with some Catholic organizations calling 
on its members to protest the petition. 

Since 1975, the FCC has been deluged 
with millions of letters and phone calls 
protesting a petition that does not exist. 

“It’s a rumor without substance. The 
complaints just keep coming,’’ an FCC 
spokeswoman told National Catholic 
News Service last year. Catholic papers 
throughout the country have reported 
several times over the years that the 
petition is phony. 

Last July, the FCC reported receiving 
80,000 letters and 200-300 phone calls a 
month protesting the phantom petition . 

The same information keeps getting 
spread to Christian individuals and 
organizations. It reads: ‘‘Madalyn 
Murray O’Hare, an atheist who 
successfully eliminated the use of Bible 
reading and prayer from all public schools 
15 years ago, has been granted a federal 
hearing in Washington, D.C. Petition 
No. 2493 would ultimately pave the way 
to stop the reading of the Gospel on the 
airwaves of America. 


“If her attempt is successful, all 
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Sunday worship services being broadcast 
either by radio or television will stop. ... 
Mrs. O’Hare is also campaigning to 
remove all Christmas programs, 
Christmas songs and Christmas carols 
from public schools. 

The closest the FCC came to stopping 
the onslaught of protests came in 1980, 
when in a mass mailing it informed every 
religious denomination in the United 
States that‘the petition did not exist. The 
complaints slowed to 20-30 a month but 
began steadily increasing. 

Though the O’Hare petition is bogus, 
an actual Petition No. 2493 was filed with 
the FCC in 1974. It sought to freeze the 
applications of religious groups seeking to 
operate TV and radio stations reserved 
for non-commercial and educational 
purposes. It had nothing to do with 
O’ Hare. 

However, shortly after the FCC denied 
that petition in 1975, protests of the bogus 
Petition 2493 by O’Hare to ban religious 
programming began to flood the agency.

Following the testimonies, each 
supervisor praised the work of the 
federation and pledged to support its 
campaign, but decried the lack of 
sufficient funds to do so. 


Supervisor Brian Bilbray said San 
Diego County gets only 50 percent of the 
state funds awarded to the average 
California county for drug-related 
purposes. He called the church federation 
“‘our secret weapon”’ in the war on drugs. 


Chairperson Susan Golding said the 
business community, affected by absentee 
drug-users, was raising money for the 
cause. 


Mayor Maureen O’Connor signed the 
group’s policy resolution April 11 at St. 
Rita Church during a meeting which 
drew some 1,000 people. She took it to the 
city council which accepted it on April 25. 

The federation also met with Sen. Alan 
Cranston April 25 at Christ the King 
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Church, along with their counterparts 
from Oakland, San Jose and Orange 
County. Leaders asked Cranston to 
confer with federal drug czar William 
Bennett, and the senator named a 
member of his staff to deal with the 
California groups. 

Jesuit Father Michael Mandela, pastor 
of Christ the King Church, told Southern 
Cross the federation’s role is to pressure 
the various levels of government to 
‘come up with specific solutions’’ to the 
drug epidemic. 

He said media attention given the 
federation has captured the interest of 
other churches, including three Catholic 
churches that have expressed interest in 
joining the group. 

““As the momentum continues to build, 
we'll have to be more and more 
sophisticated in working with city, county 
and state governments to come up with a 
comprehensive long-range strategy,” 
Father Mandala said.

The latest incarnation of a Stephen 
King best seller, ‘‘Pet Sematary’’ 
(Paramount) has all the ingredients of a 
chilling ghost story. Unfortunately, the 
potential in King’s own cinematic 
adaptation of the novel is diminished by 
inferior casting, run-of-the-mill horror 
shtick and a grisly slice ‘n’ dice finale that 
leaves nothing to the imagination. 

When young university physician 
Louis Creed (Dale Midkiff), his wife, 
Rachel (Denise Crosby), and two small 
children, Ellie and Gage, relocate to rural 
Maine, their choice in housing is a tad 
unwise. Fronted by a highway frequented 
by huge speeding trucks and bordered to 
the rear by an old cemetery set up for 
children’s pets that have been squashed 
on the road, the house is not exactly a safe 
haven for a family with a toddler and a

beloved pet cat. 

There is also another, less benign 
cemetery hidden just beyond the pet 
cemetery that offers its residents a second 
go-around.

Lambert and scripted by King, the film 
takes the easy way out and resorts to 
graphic touches that even see a toddler 
turn into a gruesome family slasher. 

Relevant questions about the finality of 
death aptly raised by 6-year-old Ellie 
(Blaze Berdahl) and mistakenly 
challenged by Louis promise more depth 
to this otherwise contrived story. Fred 
Gwynne as Jud, a lifetime local and 
cemetery tour guide, adds a welcome 
touch of beneficent menace, but his 
character never really lives up to its 
promise.

One of the great treasures of the 
Catholic Church is its rich tradition of 
many different forms of prayer and 
meditation. From the Mass, to the 
Rosary, to the Divine Office, to retreats, 
formal prayers, informal prayers, to 
many other forms of devotion, there is 
truly something for everyone. Many of 
these are ancient, and quite a few are 
relatively modern. These two books deal 
with some of them. 

John Henry Newman was one of the 
great religious figures of the 19th century. 
He struggled to find spiritual peace and 
during this struggle, composed the 
beautiful hymn, ‘‘Lead, Kindly Light.”’ 

That light eventually led him into the 
Catholic Church, and many others 


followed him. His story is told in his ° 
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classic autobiography, ‘‘Apologia Pro 
Vita Sua.”’ 

‘‘Meditations and Devotions’? was 
originally published in 1893, three years 
after Newman’s death. This is a complete 


reprint, although it is arranged slightly 
differently than the original. 

It is divided into three sections. The 
first, ‘‘Meditations on Christian 
Doctrine,’’ is particularly interesting, 
because it is his study of the development 
of doctrine that eventually convinced 
Newman of the validity of Catholicism. 

Part II, ‘‘Meditations on the Litany of 
Loretto, for the Month of May,” 
contains various devotions to Our Lady, 
some original with Newman, and some 
his translations of venerable prayers. 

Finally, Part III contains various 
meditations, prayers, and litanies, again, 
some original, and some translations. 

This book, as one of the church’s great 
defenders of tradition, is an important 
link to our spiritual past and it is good to 


have it available once again. 

The title ‘“Three Minutes A Day”’ will 
be familiar to many people. This is a 
series that was started by Father James 
Keller, founder of the Christophers, in 
1949. Issued irregularly since then, the 
tradition is now being continued by 
Father John Catoir and Joseph R. 
Thomas in this, the 24th volume in the 
series. 

Almost 40 years later, the latest book 
follows the same format inaugurated by 
Father Keller in the first book. Each page 
is dated, starting with January 1, and 
going through December 31. 

For each day, there is a short story, 
anecdote, or series of connected thoughts 
or ideas, followed by a brief scriptural 
passage related to the story. Finally, there 
is a kind of moral, usually just a line or 
two, to carry one through the day and to 
serve as the basis for further reflection 
and prayer. 

This series has brought comfort to 
many people through the years, and this 
latest installment does a fine job of 
continuing that tradition.

It has been a long time since I’ve heard 
anyone utter the proverb, ‘‘A man is 
known by the company he keeps.”’ 

This piece of practical wisdom suggests 
how Eropety you are affected by your 
friends. 

They can influence what you wear, 
what you do, what you say, where you go, 
what you eat and drink, what you feel and 
even what you think.
